AN BERNARDINO, Nov. 19.—<Ac- 
cording to reports here late to- 
night, the fire which hag been rag- 
ing in the Cleveland reserve just east 
of San Jacinto has reached most 
alarming proportions and is now 
burning in heavy timber on the slopes 
of the San Jacinto Mountains. The 
fire started in Dark Canyon, near 
Idyliwild, close to the old Roach saw- 
mill, which was burned in the con- 
fiagration of three months ago, and it 
is thought that possible smoldering 
embers from the old fire were un- 
earthed from sawdust piles by the 
wind and transmitted to the infiam- 

mable forest. 

The woods are now a seething mass 
of flames, futilely contested by several 
hundred men under District Ranger 
Guy 8.

Jacinto, and is burning with heart- 
breaking rapidity through the best 
timber in the reserve, according to the 
report here. Several hundred acres 
are burned over tonight. 

The strong north wind is compli- 
cating the work of about 250 men, 
who are fighting a bad brush fire in 
Meyers Canyon, between Cajon and 
Lytle Creek, in the mountains north- 
west of this city. More than 600

LSACE WINE 
WILL BE SCARCE. 


OUTPUT THIS YEAR 18 FAR BE- 
LOW NORMAL, 


P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. } 
BERLIN, Nov. 1.—Germany’s best 
wine-producing district, Alsace-Lor- 
raine, has suffered heavily by the war, 
and it is claimg? that the output this 
year will be far below normal. Alsace, 
especially, has a poor crop, according 
to reports. Not alone had the bad 
seasons of the last ten years cansed a 
reduction of the area of vineyards to 
108,840 hectares, a decrease of 108 
hectares (or about 300 acres) since 
1903, but the earlier months of “the 
year were very unfavordble for the 
development of the plant. ' 
The vines were affected by 
phylioxera, which incessant cold rains 
made worse, and then, when hot 
weather finally came, the war broke 
out. In Southern Alsace, where the 
valleys and hillsides of the Vosges are 
alm entirely given to vine growing, 
many vineyards were cut down i, or- 
der to facilitate military operations, 
while others were trampled down dur- 
battles. 
e result of this has been that the 
wine crop of Alsace will be approxti- 
mately one-third normal. Conditions 
in Lorraine are better. Though some 
of the vineyards around Metz were 
cut down when the war began the 
crop generally is plentiful enough to 
discount this. The quality, moreover, 
is said to equal that of 1904. Good 
weather early in the season favored 
a good average crop, and, unlike those 
of Alsace and Eastern France the wine 
growers of Lorraine were able to give 
their vineyards all needed care.

NEW YORK, Nov. 19.—The Amer- 
fean Commission for Relief in Bel- 
gium, which was formed by Ambas- 
sador Walter Hines Page in London 
soon after it became apparent famine 
was impending, has opened offices and 
hired dock space in New York.

This commiasion ts attending strict- 
ly to the transportation end of Bel- 
gian relief work and does not in any 
way conflict with relief committees 
already constituted in America. It has 
the funds to “andle all the shipments 
which Amerwa can raise this winter, 
and it has made al) diplomatic ar-

Already 17,000 tons of food have 
been sent across the sea and distrib- 
uted with the help of the German 
authorities; 30,000 tons are 
now oat. and the commission an- 
nounced today that 40,000 tons more 
were in sight.

“In «= of the efforta of the Bel- 
fian relief funds, the Rockefeller 
Foundation and many other organiza- 
tions at work in the West, Belgium 
cannot he fed at this pace. American 
members of the commission declare 
we must send at least a half-million 
tons of food this winter. 

“Certain parts of the West are do- 
ing nobly, but certain others have not 
yet awakened to the call on our char- 
ity. William E. Edgar, editor of the 
Northwestern Miller at Minneapolis, 
has been at work among the flour 
men in the Northwest and a whole 
cargo of fiour is on the way to us 
from there.

Experts at Work to Secure 
South American Trade, 


Great Obstacles in Finances 
Must be Surmounted. 


Some Talk of Forming Pool 
Like that in Cotton.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—Experts 
of the Bureau of Foreign and Domes- 
tic Commerce are at work on the re- 
ports obtained from every South 
American c@untry with a view to sug- 
gesting to American manufacturers a 
feasible way of winning the enormous 
trade with those countries that Ger- 
many was forced to abandon at the 
outbreak of the European war. 

Preliminary reports received by the 
bureau recently show the situation to 
be greatly complicated. With the ex- 
ception of Argentina, every country is 
financially embarrassed to a greater 
or less extent. With some of them, 
notably Brazil, the unsound financial 
conditions obtained before the Euro- 
pean war, which served to add to the 
difficulties. With others‘the situation 
is the same as that which faced the 
cotton growers of the United States 
when their European market was 
closed by the war. They are loaded 
with huge crops and mineral products 
usually absorbed by European manu- 
facturers, now out of reach. __ 

There are very few factories in 
South America and little prospect of 
those of the United States being able 
to take up any large portion of the 
raw materials now filling warehouses

WIND FANS BLAZE 
_AT SANTA-BARBARA. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCIUSIVE DISPATCH.) 
SANTA BARBARA, Nov. 19.-—A 
raging fire almost seventeen miles in 
length is sweeping Tepesquet and Sis- 
quoc countries, in the northern end 
of this county tonight. Forest Rang- 
er Libeu reports the fire to nave 
started early this evening in five dif- 
ferent localities, fanned by high 
winds, and fed by dense undergrowth, 
dry and inflammable. The fires leaped 
wide guiches and rolled up high 
bluffa, finally uniting and , presenting 
a hard problem in fire fighting. The 
flames extend from Tepesquet to La 
Brae and Sisquoe in a continuous 
line. Every vestige of vegetation is 
being licked up aa the fire line sweeps 
along. 
Every available man from Santa 
Maria to Santa Ynez has been rushed 
to the scene. Because of the length of 
the fire line the fighting forces, though 
numerous, seem powerless to stay the 
flames. The fighters are making des-. 
perate efforts at several points to 
turn the fire from the path of ranch 
properties, There seems no hope that 
the fire can be checked, though every 
maneuver known is being brought in- 
to play. 
So far as can be learned tonight, 
the damage has been chiefly confined 
to forage and undergrowth on the 
Santa Ynez watershed. 

This has been a fiery day with the 
officials of the Santa Barbara forest 
reserve. Fi. fires, four in Ventura 
county and on. near Carpinteria, are 
causing anxiety. The officials report 
a fire back of Saugus, in San Francis- 
quito Canyon; another in Wheeler 
Canyon, between Santa Paula and 
Ventura; a third raging on the hills 
above Sea Cliff, this side of Ventura; 
a fourth in the mouth of the Casitas 
Pass, and the fire near Carpinteria. 
By far the most threatening are the 
Saugus fire and the one which started 
in Wheeler Canyon. 

The fire at Carpinteria started 
shortly after 11 o’clock this morning 
in an abandoned wood camp. The 
flames spread over the mesa on the 
Ss. F. Shepard place. It was early 
discovered. One hundred and fifty 
men were rushed to the scene.. They 
fought the flames all day, and tonight 
have them under control. Uniess a 
north wind develops during the night 
the fire danger is past in that-.quarter. 

The fire above Sea Cliff, near the 
Rincon, has been sweeping over graz- 
ing lands and is being confined to pri- 
vate lands. So far the flames have 
not entered on the forest reserve. A, 
strongwfosce of fire-fighters is holding 
the fire in check. No serious dam- 
age has so far resulted either from 
the Sea Cliff fire or the fire below 
Shepard’s Inn. 


ORANGE COUNTY 
IS THREATENED.

“As each successive attempt to take 
Ypres by assault fails, the bombard- 
ment of the unhappy town is renewed 
with ever-increasing fury. 

“Further to the south, on our left 
center, the situation remained prac- 
tically unchanged, a little ground be+ 
ing lost here and there and then re- 
gained. On our center and right, 
and indeed, along the whole of our 
line, the hostile artillery appears to 
have received orders on this day to 
search the area in the rear of our 
trenches. This, no doubt, is part of 
the policy of wearing down. eee, 
“On the right, on the night of the 
13th-14th, a German trench was taken 
by a portion of our battalions, the 


prisoners. Part of another battahon 
which also advanced during the night 
encountered some of the enemy, who 
were attempting a similar uperation. 
A hand-to-hand fight ensued, in which 
we came off the victors; we killed 
twenty-five Germans and lost only 
two men ourselves. 

“Baturday was very cold and there 
also was some rain. On our left, pro- 
ceedings were started with the usval

Also, I wished to arrange 
ih a dignified manner the evacuation 
of Vera Cruz by the American troops, 
which evacuation I hope to see ef- 
fected as the Washington government 
has promised to carry it into effect 
on the 28rd of this month. 

“My desire is to avoid the respon- 
sibility of future bloodshed so that 
I may not be blamed hereafter for 
causing bloodshed on the score of 
personalities, My desire is to make 
every possible concession compatible 
with my duty as a citizen, as repre- 
sentative of the revolution, and as 
first chief in charge of the executive 
power of the nation. 

“The majority of the chiefs re- 
mained loyal and continued to remain 
firm and ready to sustain the condi- 
tions to which I made reference. For 
this reason it is false that they have 
abandoned their first attitude and now 
desire that I leave the country. This 
latter is only considered by them in 
case the last conditions that I have 
named are fully complied with. 

“In regard to the protest that the 
Villistas have made in regard to early 
evacuation of Vera Cruz, I am not fn 
a position to know anything about it.

IN WAR’S WAKE. 


Ex-Senator Clark Pictures 
Nation in Flight. 


Journeyed Through Red Zone 
but Five Weeks Ago. 


Responsibilities and Problems 
of this Country. 


War came out of the night to Bel- 
gium and France, and brought with’ 
it new problems and responsibilities 
for every nation of the world, ac- 
cording to former Senator Clark, 
multi-millionaire copper magnate 
and president of the Salt Lake, who 
arrived here yesterday for a three- 
day visii with his son, W. A. Clark, 

One problem that the United States 
has happily solved, stated Mr. Clark, 
is that of preserving the resiliency of 
its financial and commercial! system In 
the face of economic conditions which 
seemingly make for paralysis. A re- 
sponsibility that we have accepted 
and must bear, he further stated, is 
that of feeding the unhappy, starving 
millions of RBRelgium. 

“The people of that bravest little 
country have made a niche for them- 
selves in the hall of history,® he said, 
“and no one would willingly see them 
die, either as a people or a nation.” 

Pertinency is added to the copper 
magnate’s words by the fact that but 
five weeks ago he rode across the war- 
swept north of France, and saw, not 
the pomp and circumstance of war, 
but the washed-up human drift of a 
nation that has been crushed as ut-

TEHUANTEPEC RAILROAD TO BE 
REHABILITATED. 

Migratory Movement from Chilly 
East Begins Two Weeks Early. 
Great Value to City of Salt Lake 


In spite of the fact that the Ameri- 
can-Hawalian and other steamship 
companies discontinued routing of 
freight over the National Tehuantepec 
Railroad with the opening of the 
Panama Canal, it is understood in 
railroad circles that the Mexican 
government has ordered the immedi- 
ate rehabilitation of the line. 

New ties will be laid the length of 
the road, Salina Cruz to Coatzacoal- 
cos, and this will be followed by the 
relaying of the track with heavy steel. 
More than 100,000 ties for the work 
have been delivered to the road from 
Central Mexico. 

Previous to the absorption of the 
Tehuantepec Railroad by the Mexican 
government, it was understood that 
the English owners planned to op- 
erate a fleet of boats from Puerto 
Mexico to New York, and also to 
European ports, and that there would 
be an auxiliary fleet on this side of 
the isthmus to assure participation in 
the growing tonnage of Los Angeies 
and other Pacific ports. 

As Pacific Coast ports north of Sa- 
lina Cruz are 1000 miles nearer New 
York by the Tehuantepec route than 
the Panama route, possibilities are 
afforded the concern for strenuous 
competition with the big ditch. The 
line itself is 210 miles long’ and was 
constructed by Sir Weetman D. Pear- 
son and associates, at an understood 
cost of $100,900,000. 

They’re Coming Early. 
Signs of the early opening of the 
winter tourist season are multiplying. 
Last week the Salt Lake received two 
carloads of automobiles consigned to 
winter residents of Pasadena. The 
same road also announced yesterday 
that the regular winter Minneapolis- 
Los Angeles daily siceping car serv- 
ice will be resumed December 1.

ONE OF REDLANDS’ FOUNDERS 
DEAD IN THIS CITY. 


Pioneer in Southern California 
Irrigation Projects and Builder of 
' the Bear Valicy Dam Passes After 
Long and Useful Life—Funeral 
This Morning. 


A pioneer of California irrigation 
and one of the founders of Redlands, 
Frank Elwood Brown, passed away 
Wednesday at his home, No. $11 
Douglas street, at the age of 58 years. 
The cause of his death was Bright's 
disease. He was taken seriously sick 
about two weeks ago. Funeral services 
will be held at 9 o'clock this morning 
at the chapel of W. A. Brown, No. 
1047 South Figueroa street. 

r. Brown leaves a widow, four 
sons and three daughters. Born at 
West Haven, Ct., Mr. Brown came 


to California when about 22 years 


of age. It was in the early eighties 
that the town of Redlands was laid 
out, and Mr. Brown, who was a 
fraduate in civil engineering from 
Yale, was foremost in the work. A 
few years later he was instrumental 
in forming a company to build the 
Bear Valley dam, which furnished 
water for Redlands. His partner in 
these early-day enterprises was E. G. 
Judson of this city. 

In the study of the science of ir- 
rigation to which he gave attention 
during his entire life, Mr. Brown 
visited many parts of the world. At

They set him to edit- 
ing telegraph, and from that day un- 
til the seventieth anniversary of his 
birth no day ever passed that he did 
not do some newspaper work. 

He came to California fifteen years 
ago and had been identified with the 
staff of The Times ever since. He 
was a close friend of all of his as- 
sociates on the paper and took as 
much delight in his newspaper work 
as he did in his pastorship of a great 
church. In his matchless oration at 
the funeral of the men murdered tn 
the Times Bullding on the morning 
of October 1, 1910, he poured the 
tears and lifted the cry of a seart 
full of personal love and amaved and 
hurt by a staggering personal blow. 
He was standing by the bier of men 
he had known and loved fur ten years, 
men who had been trapped and mur- 
dered by assassins of the night. The 
wrath of justice blazed through the 
triumphant periods of that tragic and 
magnificent memorial oration.

He al- 
ways wrote one, but he left it at home. 
He 14 remember, word for word, 
exactly what he had written when 
once it had been committed to paper 
He never stoppef growing as long as 
he lived and as soon as typewriters 
came into use he got one and wrote 
his sermons and his lectures on that. 
No matter what his wealth may have 
been, his greateagt legacy lies In the 
incalculable riches of the manuscriptr 
he has left. a wealth all the world 
may share on equal terms. 

Dr. Burdette’s marriage to Mrs. 
Clara Bradley Baker was celebrated 
in Los Angeles, March 26, 1899. but 
their friendship dated back to 1883 
at Eau Claire, Wis., where Mrs. Bur- 
fette’s first husband, Prof. N. Milman 
Wheeler, was principal of the Fav 
Clatre College, where Dr. Burdette 
had gone to lecture and to preach, al- 
though he never became a regulariv 
licensed minister until 1888. 

Mrs. Burdette’s son, Roy B. Wheel- 
er, always had the place of a son in 
Pr. Burdette’s heart. The comrade- 
ship between them was close and 
sweet and’ the young man seems to

MALCONTENTS AT MUNICIPAD 
SHOPS LAID OFF. 


Headed by “Curly” Grow They Ap- 
peal to Civil Service Commission, 
but Council Supply Committee is 
Determineti No Outside Forces 
Shall Prevent “Open Shop” Policy. 


The municipal machine shops will 
continue to employ men who are 
capable and qualified, regardless as 
to their union or anti-union affilia- 
tions. The “open shop” policy will 
prevail, despite the strenuous  at- 
tempts of the unions to place enough 
men on the city’s pay roll in this de- 
partment to form a union in the mu- 
nicipal shops.

It is un- 
Gerstood that the uniong have been 
desirous of working as many of their 
members as possible into the list of 
employees, so that they might eventu- 
= be in a to unionize the 


ps. 

As has often proved to be the case, 
union men have not proved as desir- 
able, from the shop productiveness 

t of view, as the men who are 

from the union shackles. When 
the dull times came at the municipal 
shopa, it was but natural that the men 
whose work was the least productive 
should be laid off. This has resulted, 
and seven of these employees have 
been told that there is no work for 
them at present at the city’s shops. 

These men yesterday. appealed to 
the Civil Service Commission, with 
“Curley” Grow as their leader. They 
got small comfort. 

“If any legal injustice has been 
Gone your men, the commission will 
gee that it is righted/” stated Com- 
missioner Haynes. 

- But just how the Civil Service Com- 
Mission is going to require the City 
Ceuncil’s Supply Committee to em- 

y men when there is no work for 
them, even though they may be on 
the civil service rolls, has not been 
made clear. 

It is ah open secret that some of 
the men employed at the municipal 
machine shops have considered the 

sinecures, and that they resented 

when the manager insisted that 

they must give a full day’s work for 
@ full day’s pay.
